Appeitans 
et al. discloses a portable briefcase 1 but does not disclose the combination of limltaOons of daim 

1 or the present bivention. 

Claim 1 IS submitted to be alowable for at least the fbregolna reasons. Qaima 2-5 and 
14.19 era dependent on daim 1 and are submitted to be allowable for at least the aame reasons.
